KLAN DEAL REPORT 
FALSE SAY WATSON 
AND STATE DRAGON 


Never Had Understand- 
ing, Asserts Senator, 
for Support. 


CHARGES DEMOCRATS 
STAFF HOODED ORDER 


Minor Ku Klux Officials Are of 
Opinion They Were Told 
to Assist Watson. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct..21 (By A 
P.).—With denials from Senator 
Watson (Republican), Indiana, that 
he had any understanding with the 
Ku Klux Klan for its political aid 
by W. Lee Smith, grand dragon, 
that the Indiana klan was support- 
ing that senator in his campaign for 
re-election, the Senate campaign 
funds committee today continued 
its inquiry into the political situa- 
tion in this State. 

After taking Senator Watson's 
statement Séhaior Reed heard 
Smith and hatf a dozen other wit- 
nesses at the Federal building and 
then adjourned the hearing to 
Kansas City next Monday. Indiana 
politics again will occupy the at- 
tention of the committee there. 

The witnesses summoned include 
Mrs. Vivian Tracy Wheatcraft, who 
organized a woman’s committee 
here for Senator Watson in the re- 
cent Republican primary campaign; 
Frederick J. Libby, of New York, 
who spoke in this State, and Joseph 
Meyers, formerly of Indianapolis, 
and now publisher of a magazine, 
the Christian, at Princeton, Mo. 

Senator Watson was questioned 
in his room at the Methodist hos- 
pital where he is recovering from 
injuries received in an automobile 
accident about two weeks ago. 

‘‘T never had any understanding 
with local or national officers of 
the Ku Klux Klan that I was to 
be supported by them because of 
any vote or any action of mine,” 
Senator Watson told Senator Reed. 
of Missouri, the committee chair- 
man, who has been digging into 
charges of klan political domira- 
tion in Indiana. 

Denies Emmons’ Story. 

The Indiana Senator denied spe- 
cifically the testimony of Hugh P. 
Emmons, a former klan official, 
that he had ‘‘got to’’ Senator Moses 
in the election contest case of Sen- 
ator Mayfield, Democrat, Texas, 
and they had arranged to seat the 
Texas Senator. He stated that Sen- 
ator Moses was not now and never 
had been a member of the Senate 
privileges and elections committee 
which considered the Mayfield case, 
therefore any statement that he 
'had sought Senator Moses’ support 
was without any foundation. 

Senator Watson further told 
Senator Reed that he kad looked 
up the records in the Mayfield con- 
test and had found that the subcom- 
mittee, of which the late Senator 
Spencer, Republican, Missouri, was 
chairman, had agreed unanimously 
on the recommendation that Sena- 
tor Mayfield retain his seat, and 
that the Senate had adopted the re- 
port without a record vote and 
without opposition. 

Advarting to Emmons’ testi- 
mony that he had talked to William 
F. Zumbrunn, counsel for the klan, 
about the Mayfield case, Senator 


Watson said he had, as he recalled, 

two conferences with Zumbrunn.

After Earlier Cancellation 


Misunderstanding As to Time Disappoints Millions of 
Radio Fans, But Her Address to Iron and Steel 
Institute Later in Evening Is Picked Up. 


New York, Oct. 22.—Queen Ma- 
rie of Roumania, at the close of a 
day any single hour of which would 
have worn to a frazzle most of our 
debutantes, stood up tonight in the 
ballroom of the Commodore hotel, 
the only woman present save her 
lady-in-waiting, with 500 of the 
country’s most powerful steel] and 
iron magnates and made her first 
real speech in America but her 
third address of the day.

“Applications for authority to 
require control of railroads under 
the interstate commerce act must 
be supported by a clear and strong 
showing of public gain,’’ the deci- 
sion said in its general statement. 
“If serious doubt exists regarding 
the wisdom of the proposed group- 
ing, that doubt must: be resolved 
against the applications. 

“Real and substantial advantages 
of railroad grouping are capable of 
reasonable proof. So are the dis- 
advantages. There must be on rec- 
ord a substantial preponderance of 
evidence in favor of an application 
before we are warranted in giving 
it favorable consideration.”’ 

The policy so declared is expect- 
ed to have important bearing on 
the fate of the several projects for 
linking railroads in different parts 
of the United States which now are 
being worked out in financial and 
railroad circles.

Chicago, Ill., Oct. 22,—Republi- 
can politicians in headquarters here 
turn from the midwestern fore- 
ground, which surrounds them, to 
the vision farther West with cvun- 
siderable relief. While they are 
confronted close to home with a 
series of senatorial fights that 
range in the point of view from 
poor to fair, toward the Pacific 
there are several State campaigns 
about which they have no worries, 
and in one - instance-—- Nevada—a 
fight which has lost the gloomy as- 
pects which it had when the po- 
litical battle was first begun. 

There are in this group twelve 
States, and, ugain in contrast to 
the territory through which this 
reporter has just passed, there are 
at least eight which are unqualified- 
ly Republican, if allowances are 
made for the fact that Smith W. 
Brookhart, of Iowa, and J..J. Blaine 
of Wisconsin, are of the party in 
name only. 

Kansas, Iowa, Wisconsin, Colo- 
rado, Washington, California, Utah 
and Idaho are the eight States in 
which neither the Republican nomi- 
nees nor the national leaders in 
Chicago have any doubts as to the 
success of the party candidate for 
the Senate. 


Oregon and Nevada in Doubt. 


Oregon and Nevada must at this 
writing be considered as doubtful, 
judging by the reports which come 
here from the candidates them- 
selves and men who have made 
either partisan or unbiased sur- 
veys. 

Arizona and Oklahoma are the 
two States in this group in which 
the Republicans make no public 
confession of defeat, but have pri- 
vately abandoned hope and can 
picture victory only through somes 
eleventh-hour turn of events that 
is by no means anticipated, 

Kansas is safe for the Republi- 
can party despite the fact that in 
few States of the Union is the na- 
tional administration as unpopular. 
Senator Charles Curtis has too 
great a personal hold and the par- 
ty machine is too solidly built for 
anything to overturn either of 
them. Charles Stephens, the Dem- 
ocrat, can hope to do little else 
than go through the motions of op- 
position.

EMBASSY IN HAVANA

Havana, Oct. 22 (By A. P.)—The 
Isle of Pines was severely ravaged 
by the Caribbean storm of Wednes- 
day, 32 persons being killed, 
among them 17 Americans, and 
about 100 injured. 

This was the startling news 
brought to Havana this afternoon 
after more than 48 hours without 
word from the Isle of Pines, which 
lies about 35 miles south of Cuba. 

From all the sections of Cuba 
affected by the storm, reports came 
in today which added to the stead- 
ily mounting list of dead and in- 
jured. It is now estimated that more 
than 600 persons were killed, about 
1,600 injured and more than 6,600 
families were made homeless. 


Many Towns Wrecked, 


It has been: estimated that the 
losses in money total nearly $100,- 
000,000. Many towns, from which 
meager news came today, appear to 
have been completely wrecked. 
Among them are Bainoa, San An- 
tonio, Del Rio Blanco, Cutra de 
Melena, Jamaica, Cuatro Caminos, 
Gabriel, Batabano, and on the Isle 
of Pines, Santa Fe, Santa Barbara 
and San Francisco. 

According to the first definite 
word reaching here from the Jsle 
of Pines since the storm, which was 
the ,worst in its history, the isle 
suffered severely. A. majority of 
the houses on the entire island were 
destroyed or damaged, including a 
church which has withstood storms 
for the past 80 years. 

A majority of the buildings in 
Nueva Gerona were destroyed while 
only two houses, including the hotel, 
remained standing in Santa Fe. 
Santa Barbara was reported in a 
bad way with nearly all of its houses 
destroyed.

News Reaches Havana, 

The steamer Cristobal Colon 
sailed from Nueva Gerona last 
night and reached Batabano, Cuba, 
this morning. News of the distress 
on the Isle of Pines was then 
brought to Havana by a messenger 
on foot, The steamer carried 52 
gravely injured persons in need of 
aid. 

Immediately after the storm @ 
commission was formed for the 
relief of Americans and Cubans af- 
fected by it. The Americans on the 
commission included H. R. Maee 
Carthy, president of the chamber 
of commerce; A. B. Kalm, and BE.

The American embassy has issued 
an appeal for aid for the sufferers 
and efforts are being made to ar- 
range for their immediate relief.

Seasick Animals Bound for 
Capital Get Special Diet 
Prescribed by Radio. 


New Yofk, Oct. 22 (By A. P.). 
A little the worse for the change 
from African jungles to the heav- 
ing Atlantic, 2,000 seasick animals 
and birds, cagtured by the Smith- 
sonian-Chrysldexpedition, will ar- 
rive at Boston hor, October 24, 
aboard the City of Calcutta. The 
expedition was headed by Dr. Will- 
iam M. Mann, Supt. of the National 
Zoological Park, Washington. 

Seasickness and cold weather 
has menaced the cargo to the ex- 
tent that the giraffes were trans- 
ferred to the furnace room for 
warmth, while gastronomic difficul- 
ties caused Washington zoo officials 
to prescribe diets by radio to safe- 
guard the animals. 

Most of the traveling zoo was 
captured in the Tanganyika district 
of British East Africa. It includes 
among others, according to the 
radio, more than 60 species of 
mammals, 300 species of small 
birds. Seventeen leopards and lions, 
five hyenas, 
lopes and 25 species of reptiles, in- 
cluding the spitting cobra, new in 
this country.

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THE SATURATION POINT. 
Commenting on the international bankers’ 
manifesto in favor of the removal of all 
“economic barriers,” a sympathizer says: 


The saturation point for American pro- 
duction is not far distant. 


American production has increased by leaps 
and bounds for more than half a century, and 
the saturation point has not yet been reached. 
The increase in population more than keeps 
pace with production; in fact, some economists 
assert that population is bound to outstrip pro- 
duction, and that the people will come to want. 

The assumption that the saturation point is 

not far distant is based on the theory that 
economic barriers prevent outlets into other 
countries. But that theory is not sound. 
There is a constantly increasing volume of ex- 
ports. 
' The progress and prosperity of this country 
is measured, not by what it sends and sells 
abroad, but by what it can and does consume 
at home. The people of the United States have 
a domestic trade and commerce 30 times 
greater than their foreign trade. - From 85 to 
90 per cent of all the farm products and man- 
ufactured goods of the United States are 
profitably consumed right here at home; and 
yet the demand is increasing. 

The disposition of the dinky little surplus 
abroad worries some so-called economists. The 
real task of American statesmanship is to 
maintain high wage standards here, so that 
American products will be consumed at home. 
The consuming power of the people must be 
kept great, insuring a generous living scale 
and a high standard of existence. This is pros- 
perity. The surplus will then never be big 
enough to constitute a problem. 


“- So long as the American people continue to 


increase in number and at the same time in- 
crease in their power to consume at the rate 
they have consumed in the last 50 years, the 
saturation point is far off. Keep Americans 
employed at high wages, and American pro- 
duction will never reach the saturation point. 
The American market is not yet fully supplied 
by American products, and the market is 
growing faster than production. 

The population of the United States is in- 
gfeasing at the rate of about 1,575,000 a year. 


“This is equivalent to adding every year another 


State like Maryland, West Virginia or Kansas, 
or two States like Maine. 

If the producers of the United States will 
produce what Americans want, in foodstuffs 
and manufactured goods, they will have their 
hands, full. There is nothing wrong with 
America’s appetite. The talk of “saturation 
point’’ is mere twad@e.

COST OF CONGESTION. 


It is calculated that traffic congestion 
throughout the United States is costing the 
American people approximately $3,832,500,000 
each year. This estimate is sponsored by the 
American Road Builders, association, after a 
survey of traffic conditions in every part of 
the country. The total estimated loss includes 


' time, accidents and property damage, exclusive 


of the loss in insurance in over 20,000 fatal- 
ities. 

The expert who compiled these startling 
figures suggests that the chief cause of this 
waste is the lack of facilities in and around 
thickly settled communities. While many 
cities have endeavored to meet the situation 
by widening streets and by rebuilding roads 
between cities, this expansion, as compared

The advantages of the new Marconi develop- 
ment are that it is probably cheaper to install 
and operate than the present high power sys- 
tem, and will permit of operation at greater 
speeds. The disadvantage is that so far it 
has been somewhat erratic and undependable. 
In connection with transmission of photoradio- 
grams and facsimile services, however, there 
seems to be no doubt that the new system will 
be both faster and more satisfactory. 


PREPARING FOR OBREGON. 


The Mexican chamber of deputies has ap- 
proved a proposed amendment to the constitu- 
tion which would, make former presidents 
eligible to reelection. The measure is also ap- 
proved by the senate, and it is said that there 
will be no difficulty in obtaining the approval 
of the states. Thus the way is beIng paved for 
the election of Gen. Alvaro Obregon to suc- 
ceed President Calles. , 

Obviously. the constitutional amendment has 
the approval of Calles, and therefore it is 
reasonable to presume that he and Gen. Obre- 
gon long ago reached an agreement that Obre- 
gon should resume power at the end of Calles’ 
term. ‘Probably that was one of the conditions 
of Calles’ election. The two leaders have 
worked harmoniously, Obregon attending to 
the making of a fortune in Sonora beans while 
Calles has been directing the affairs of state. 
Recently Obregon has lent his services to the 
tate in attempting to subdue the Yaquis, but 
with indifferent success. The Yaquis are ex- 
pert fighters on their own ground, and the 
diminutive soldiers brought up from southern 
Mexico are no match for them. 

If Calles and Obregon can stick together 
there is no reason why their plan should not 
succeed. They have a precedent in the case of 
Diaz and Gonzales, in 1876. But Gonzales 
was more of a figurehead than Calles has been. 
If Calles should continue to the end of his.term 
with the power and prestige he now enjoys, and 
should then voluntarily surrender his place, he 


will have-broken all precedents, and Mexicans_ 


in general will not know what to make of him. 
Another possible obstacle to the smooth oper- 
ation of the Obregon-Calles plan is the char- 
acter of personnel now constituting the ad- 
ministration. They are not such men as Obre- 
gon would choose, and doubtless they will try 
to hold their places. If their ranks contain 
men of force there may spring into existence 
an organized attempt to defeat the constitu- 
tional amendment, or to frustrate the election 
of Obregon. This point will be determined 
long before the date of election, If Obregon 
is to be the next President of Mexico he will 
know it many months before election day. The 
voters will know it, also, without regard to 
how or when they vote. 


BEHIND THE SCENES. 

Obviously the statement by American signers 
of the now historic international tariff mani- 
festo, to the effect that it does not apply to 
the United States but to Europe alone, does 
not conceal the existence of powerful and sym- 
pathetic Americans behind the scenes who are 
employing the broad declarations of the doc- 
ument as a club with which to. assail the 
American doctrine of tariff protection. 

Importers and their agents seize upon the 
manifesto as evidence that Americans of large 
affairs ‘‘well know that prosperity can not con- 
tinue forever in this country unless the high- 
ways of the world are open to all. We can not 
hide behind trade barriers and at the same 
time expect our goods to be sold elsewhere, or 
have our debts paid to us.’’ Says the head of 
one large importing house: 

Let President Coolidge and his party 
take careful note of this manifesto which 
is nothing more or less than a gentle 
warning by interests. * * * Talk of fur- 
ther tariff increases in the face of this 
manifesto is folly. * * * The tariff is no 
longer a political football, but a scientific 
creature. 

If the American signers sincerely believe 
the manifesto means Europe alone, they have 
succeeded marvelously in bewildering many 
who would like to enjoy the same opinion. In 
all probability this document will be used by 
the politicians who hope to make capital by 
advocating tariff reduction. 


FAKE BENEFITS. 


The commercial organizations of Washing- 
ton are in conference with the superintendent 
of police for the purpose of putting an end to 
the activities of impostors working in the 
name of charity and public service. Fake ad-. 
vertising, fake entertainments, fake benefits 
and fake lists of patrons and patronesses have 
yielded fat returns to unscrupulous exploiters 
of the public. 

One of the enterprises lately under investi- 
gation is the so-called yearbook of employes of 
the District of Columbia, a publication pur- 
porting to be conducted for the benefit of the 
employes’ association fund. The assertion was 
made by trade associations that solicitors and 
promoters of this alleged public benefit re- 
ceived from 40 to 60 per cent of all proceeds. 
The money given by the charitable public for 
supposed beneficiaries dwindled into a pit- 
tance after the hungry “overhead” was de- 
ducted. 

The misuse of names of prominent indi- 
viduals as ‘“‘patrons’’ of fake benefit enter- 
prises is nothing but obtaining money under 
false pretenses. A little sharp attention from 
the superintendent of police in‘a flagrant case 
would go far toward putting an end to the 
nuisance.

ANOTHER GLOOM. 


If the pathologists and other distinguished 
scientists who are addicted to the habit of un- 
ceasing research keep on turning up alleged 
discoveries and issuing bulletins on what fo 
eat and what to lét alone, ordinary mortals-will 
be driven distracted trying to acquire three 


safe square meals a day. Overzealous- advo- 


cates \of pure foods are always taking the joy 
out of life; but the limit of human endurance 
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stomach. If one of these pathologists discov- 
ers that some other menacing germ lurks be- 
tween the layers of hot cakes, the hope of a 
perfect day will be ruined before it has begun. 

What is the Ameriean to eat at breakfast 
time? ‘Long ago the Department of Agricul- 
ture sounded a warning against the danger of 
bovine tuberculosis and infected pork, but 
through its elaborate system of inspection the 
danger of disease has been minimized. Then 
the horrors of early death from infected and 
diseased milk were portrayed in official bulle- 
tins. Assuming tee department was doing its 
duty at the stockyards, Americans for years 
have eaten their morning ham and eggs with 
undiminished relish. Now they are confronted 
with the assertion that their omelettes, soft- 
boiled or scrambled eggs may be the means 
of sending them to the hospital or bringing 
their earthly career to an untimely end. 

Before yielding to complete gloom, however, 
it might be well for the average citizen to re- 
flect that he has in himself one of the finest 
little germ destroyers in the world—his stom- 
ach. Taking life as it comes, rough and ready, 
the human stomach is capable of destroying 
hostile germs with neatness and dispatch, 
while eagerly absorbing nutriment. If it were 
not so the world would have known it. But 
there is no known method of-_destroying pathol- 
ogists and alarmists. 


MECHANICAL TRAFFIC OFFENSES. 


Similar to a certain extent to the system of 
magistrate courts as utvized in Chicago, for 
hearing of cases involving minor offenses, a 
new traffic arres% plan has been put into 
effect in this District. In the future motor- 
ists whose cars show mechanical defects in vio- 
lation of traffic rules, will be summoned to ap- 
pear at the police traffic bureau rather than at 
traffic court. 

Yellow blanks have been issued to members 
of the police force for use in summoning of- 
fenders to the bureau. On the back of these 
blanks are listed fifteen traffic offenses—illegal 
lenses, no lights, one light out, no rear dight, 
dazzling lights, insufficient lights, illegal rear 
light, obstructed tags, improper tires on trucks, 
defective brakes, no mirror, :-defective muf- 
fler, improper signaling device, and unsafe 
mechanical condition. Upon receiving a sum- 
mons for any of these offenses, the offender 
will be given 48 hours to appear before the 
bureau with the defect adjusted satisfactorily. 
If he fails to appear, a warrant will be sworn 
out for his arrest. 

Primarily, in placing the new system into 
effect, the authorities have been actuated by a 
desire to relieve congested conditions in the 
traffic court. The value of the plan, in this 
connection, should be apparent at once. From 
the standpoint of the culprit, however, there 
will be the additional convenience of not being 
haled into court for a minor offense which 
can not be considered, by any stretch of the 
imagination, criminal. In the matter of of- 
fenses involving mechanical defects particu- 
larly, improper conditions possibly. may be 
unknown to the driver. It is his natural de- 
sire, if he is a responsible citizen, to have all 
equipment in good condition. If anything is 
out of order he wants it called to his attention. 
The new arrangement is sensible and should 
work well. ‘ 


LIGHT IN A DARK PLACE. 


The celebration last Thursday night of the} 


forty-seventh anniversary of the invention of 
the incandescent lamp by Edison, probably 
meant no more to the average person than the 
observance of the regular passing of the years, 
although it marked the birth of an idea that 
has proved an inestimable boom to man the 
world over. Heat, light and power constitute 
the great trinity which electricity has given to 
man, lessening his burden of labor, increasing 
‘enormously his power and capacity for produc- 
tion, adding to his physical and mental well- 
being, and providing him with pleasures 
hitherto unknown. And yet there are a few 
isolated spots on this earth where the wonders 
of this marvel are still unrevealed. 

It has required 47 years for the electric light 
to penetrate beyond the fastnesses of ‘Lhasa. 
Reports have within a day or two filtered-out 
of the ‘Forbidden City” that the palace of the 
Grand Lama of Tibet is now-illuminated by 
electric lights, where their dazzling brilliance 
is a mystery and a terror to the natives. Some 
of the native settlements of ‘‘darkest Africa’’ 
became thoroughly familiar with this ‘“‘miracle”’ 
light long before it succeeded in piercing the 
wild mountain .passes of the Indian frontier. 
That achievement was possible because of the 
influence of modern YSccidental civilization 
upon a young Tibetan engineer, a graduate of 
Rugby in England, who returned to his native 
land with the purpose of giving it the advan- 
tage of his technical learning. He carried with 
him electrical equipment, and in contempt of 
the charge that he was allied with the “evil 
one,”’ he created lights ‘‘which outshone the 
sun and moon.’ 

Reports have come out of Lhasa that the 
young engineer was assassinated, but this has 
not been confirmed. Before leaving the elec- 
trical works at Chelmsford, where he acquired 
his training, he expressed his intention of har- 
nessing a waterfall near Lhasa and electrify- 
ing his native city. Thus, through the vision 
and enterprise of one seeking knowledge, and 
with the determination to use it for the ben- 
efit of his fellows, the way hag been opened for 
the partial modernization of one of the most 
secretive and mysterious countries of the 


world.

Insurance Company of Boston. The 
250,000 cars stolen had a value of 
£218,000,000, but as a result of the 
recoveries, the actual loss to own- 
ers was only $35,00,000, says the 
Houston Post-Dispatch. The cars 
recovered were for the most part 
those taken by youths who “‘bor- 
rowed them without the owners’ 
consent’’ for joyriding purposes, 
not intending to keep them. Courts 
have been inclined to be lenient 
with these offenders. Perhaps that 
is one reason why the practice has 
frown to such large proportions. 
The youths who take the cars as- 
sume that if they are caught, it will 
not go very hard with them. The 
average car owner, if he gets his car 
back, is not greatly interested in 
prosecuting the thief. 

The figures on car thefts indi- 
cate that there is need for increas- 
ing the penalties upon these young 
“horrowers.”’ Then there is that 
other class of automobile thieves, 
the class that formulates rings and 
goes about stealing, altering and 
selling the stolen cars in a syste- 
matic manner, There are many such 
grings in. the larger cities: It is esti- 
mated that they robbed motorists 
last year of $60,000,000 worth of 
automobiles and, accessories. Most 
of the cars not recovered fall into 
their hands. The answer to the de- 
fiance these rings offer to social 
order is the maximum penalties pro- 
vided by the law, No mercy for 
the culprit who deliberately makes 
a business of stealing automobiles 
should be the slogan of the law en- 
forcemént agencies everywhere.

Dr. Pratt tells us some facts 
about the feeble-minded. Most of 
these are unknown to the general 
public. ~As to some of them, pub- 
lic opinion is wholly out of joint. 

One is thet most criminals are 
feeble-minded. In a study of the 
populations of the New York county 
jails and penitentiaries made by 
the national committee for mental 
hygiene, they found the intelligence 
of jail inmates to rank well in com- 
parison with the general population. 
It will be remembered that the 
mental examinations made during 
the world war showed the average 
man to be quite low in intelligence. 
In all probability, if the intelligence 
of uncaught criminals could be 
studied along with that of the de- 
tained criminal, and an average de- 
termined, that average would be 
found to be high. 

In the New York study only 7.6 
per cent of the inmates were found 
to be definitely subnormal mentally. 
Dr. Pratt estimstes that less than 
10 per cent of the feeble-minded 
have any essentially vicious ten- 
dencies. 

The other 90 per cent are sober, 
industrious, and capable of being 
good, productive citizens. He fa- 
vors special opportunities for train- 
ing them and special machinery of 
society for assigning them jobs for 
which they are peculiarly fitted. 
Certain kinds of work they can do 
even better than normal men and 
women can. 

The small group who are crim- 


socfai, but in a humane manner, 
protecting both society and the so- 
cial enemy. 

Not all the feeble-mindedness is 
congenital. Much of {t is the result 
of such causes as birth injury, 
meningitis, sleeping sickness, scar- 
let fever, whooping cough and other 
diseases of childhood. Therefore, 
much of the feeble-mindedness 
could have been prevented. Since 
much of it is acquired, it follows 
that not all of the feeble-minded 
beget feeble-minded children. 

For this reason, Dr. Pratt quotes 
the Central Association for Mental 
Welfare of Great Britain as being 


‘opposed to surgical sterilization of 


the feeble-minded.

Roumania’s queen admitted that 
the most difficult part in her life 
in that country was during Rou- 
mania’s neutrality. 

“We were coerced by one side 
and then by the other. Russia was 
horrid to us. They were all horrid 
to us. It is more demoralizing, 
somehow, to be neutral than to be 
at war. There is one: thing that 
we have all got to do, and that is 
to build up again and keep war out 
of the world.’’ 


World Better for Friendship. 


Through the echo of applause she 
continued: 

“It is infinitely worse for the 
beaten than for the successful man. 

“I have always had tremendous 
feeling for the man who has been 
beaten. He must have his chance 
and we all should consider that the 
world will be better for friendship.”’ 

Then, after another round of ap- 
plause, when she remarked, “I have 
six children, and that seems some- 
thing to have done,”’ she plunged 
rather wistfully into this state- 
ment, without mentioning Prince 
Carol’s name: 

“I have had a great grief. You 
know all about that, and I didn’t 
come here to tell you of it, but I 
have had a great grief.”’ 

Just now a lot of people, Queen}, 


Marie admitted, are forever asking}: 


her why she doesn’t give up her 
crown, reminding her what a beau- 
tiful gesture it would be. 

She answered those people this 
way: 
“The countries over in Europe 
need sovereigns. As a matter of 
fact, they’re just as democratic as 
your country; the sovereign is like 
the President, only he doesn’t 
change every four years. And it 
engenders in a ruler the: zeal to 
hand down to his descendants a 
country made better. 

“And really,” with slow empha- 
sis, ‘‘that’s a very respectable point 
of view, according to us.’’ 


Europe, Poor, Can Teach U. 8S. 


In her conclusion, the visiting 
queen looked out across the room 
and said: 


“You represent money and en- 
ergy. Wein Europe are poor, yet 
Europe has something to teach you. 
As a woman I can’t discuss money 
and business and steel. My work 
is peace. But what I can do for my 
country is make you feel that it 
does exist. 

“If I, as a woman, was sent to 
America, it was in order that Amer- 
ica may know my country through 
me. If you do, then one day, you 
will love it for itself.’’ 

And the queen, her speech over, 
went on to a small supper party at 
Mr. Gary’s home. 

Today the Roumanian queen sat 
in the background while her daugh- 
ter, the Princess Ileana became the 
central figure in a ceremony at the 
Y. W. C. A., at which the friend- 
ship of the Girl Reserves of Rou- 
mania, whose president she is, and 
those of the United States was ce- 
mented with the symbolic candle 
service. 

Earlier the royal party had visit- 
ed Columbia university, where they 
were greeted by Dr. Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler, the president, and the 
students. 

At noon the queen was a guest 
at the luncheon of the Bankers 
club, at which she made a brief ad- 
dress.
